1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims. Therefore, the ''toilet bowl with toilet seat" and 
"plurality of washers" set forth in claims 1-3 must be shown or 
the feature (s) canceled from the claim(s) . No new matter should 
be entered. 

Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or 
figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
''amended.'' If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the 
several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of 
the remaining figures.

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2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide 
proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. See 37 
CFR 1.75(d) (1) and MPEP § 608. 01 (o). Correction of the 
following is required: Proper antecedent basis for the "first 
end", "second end", "mid section'', "shaped to accommodate" 
language, "first bracket", "second bracket", "shaped to be 
frictionally secured" language, "inlet fitting", "outlet 
fitting" and "standard tubing" set forth in claims 1-3 could not 
be found in the specification. Applicant is reminded claim 
terminology in mechanical cases should appear in the descriptive 
portion of the specification by reference to the drawing (s). 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The claims recite "pressure" control of water. 
Implementation of this subject matter is neither taught by the 
instant disclosure nor evident to the examiner. The only 
pressure source disclosed is the hot and cold water lines. 
Varying the open position of the valve 4 would not affect the 
line "pressure". 
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4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claims are unclear as to whether the "toilet bowl" is 
intended to be part of the claimed combination since structure 
of the "bidet" is defined as being connected thereto (In. 14), 
but no positive structural antecedent basis therefor has been 
defined. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

The Hammad, Shao, Smith, Bass and Guidetti et al. 
references disclose various bidets having features in common 
with the instant invention. 

6. Claims 1-3 are free of the prior art of record.
